Some information is correct — there is confusion around what “Madrid Fusion” is in 
3 3 (a). In (b) healthy ingredients have been recognised but not what they are. In (c) the 


passage has been misinterpreted. 


There is enough evidence to support an understanding of the passage but detail is 
lacking. Ideas are offered in (c) without support.
